At the siege of Warsaw, when he fell 
covered with wounds, when the Rus- 
sians were entering the city, he ex- 
claimed, "The end of Poland."

he had long been confined, offering 
him his own imperial sword, the pat- 
riot said sadly: 


"I have no need of a sword, since I 


have no country to defend." 


The end of Poland was not the end 


of the cause of liberty. From the par- 
titioned land witli no freedom of her 
own the words and deeds of her brave 
patriot have gone through the whole 
world, animating other lands to love 
of liberty. One act will not measure 
the value of a man's service to the 
cause he fights for. Waraaw fell, but 
Thaddeus Koscluszko's memory will 
hve as long as man remembers the 
name of liberty.

Financier Buys Interests of King Leopold in China—Greet System Will be 


Formed by Combination ef trench, Belgian end American Interests. 


Paris. —Information from Brussels 


reaching the 
highest quarters here 


shows it is tho extensive interest of 
King Leopold in the Canon-Hankow 
railroad which have passed into th* 
hands of representatives of J. Pier- 
point Morgan of New York. 
Negoti- 


ations had been going on for some 
time, as it 
was contemplated to com- 


bine French, Belgian and American 
interests so as to eventually cover the 
Franco-Belgian concession 
foi a line 


from 
Pekin to Canton, over '2oOO 


miles, cutting from north to soutb 
through the heart of populous China. 
The extent of this project is compared 
by those familiar with negotiations, 
with transcontinental lines connect- 
ing Now York and San Francisco. 


That portion of the project relating 


to Pekin and Hankow is still in abey- 
ance, but the French view appears 
favorable to combining the interests 
so as to make a oontiuuous route from 
the capital to the great emporium 
in tho south. That portion 
relating 


the Hankow^Cauton railroad is con- 
sidered to have been closed by the 
transference of the interests of which 
the personal holdings of King Leopold 
make up tho largest part of Mr. Mor- 
gan's. This branch of the 
negotia- 


tions was 
conducted 
at 
Mrusaels. 


The concession of the llanko-Cauton 
railroad as originally American and 
then passed 
under Belgian control. 


The line is about 1200 miles long, and 
the extension to Pokiu will be about 
1400 miles, a total of 2000 miles with- 
out counting the extensive spurs to- 
ward Ki Auchou, 
Tien Tain and 


Shanghai. 


Reports received from China show 


there is much native agitation against 
foreign railroad enterprises and tho 
authorities here fear this may inter- 
fere with tho proper development of 
French, Belgian and American inter 
osts. 
The native opposition is not 


confined to tho ignorant classes. 
Jt 


includes Chinese capitalists who are 
interested in the earnings of the rail- 
roads. These have combined with the 
Portuguese on the line from 
Canton 


to Maoko. 
They recently held u 


violent meeting in a Buddhist temple 
at O.Biifcou for the purpose of oppos- 
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The official reporing showing the can- 
cellation of the British concession for 
a railroad from Swatow to Chaoohou 
and its reissuance 
to Japanese is 


cited as another evidence of national 
opposition to European and American 
development. 


A curious feature is that the Chi- 


nese capital interests do not wish for 
entire control of the railroads, desir- 
ing sufficient 
foreign governments 


preventing the extortion of Chinese 
officials. 
Tho French authorities are 


seeking to overcome tho native oppo- 
sition so as to permit a realization of 
the French branch of the extensive 
projects.

NEW WONDERS OF ELECTRICITY, 


If Government Owned Telegraphs, 
Short Letters Could be Sent Cheaply. 
In electricity thfere is nothing more 


Interesting than its 
application to 


steam railways. 
Engineers of high 


standing believe that the day is near 
at hand when most of the larger rail- 
ways will dispense with steam locomo- 
tives and employ electrical 
motive 


power, either by motors fed from third 
rails or overhead conductors, or by 
electric locomotives. 
However 
this 


may be. electricity Is already coming 
Into use on steam railways. The Xow 
York Central is spending forty million 
dollars for electrification of its metro- 
politan terminal, partly for the pur- 
pose of dispensing with smoke and 
coal gas in the tunnels, and partly to 
obtain higher speed of trains. 


It Is easy oven for a layman to un- 


derstand the superiority of electricity 
as a motive power In urban and sub- 
urban transportation. With a locomo- 
tive, traction is secured 
from 
the 


weight of the driving wheels. 
With 


the multiple-unit system tho weight of 
every car in the train may, if desired, 
be put upon the drivers. 
In service 


with frequent stops, speed is secured 
by a high rate of acceleration, and a 
rapid acceleration requires power and 
weight. In New York's new subway 
a train of eight cars will carry motors 
which may, at any desired moment, 
exert a tractive force rqual to that of 
a half dozen large steam locomotives. 


Of great promise is the motor which 


uses an alternating current without 
sub-station transformers. 
If It proves 


entirely successful, It will introduce a 
large economy in all electrical railway 
operation. The application of electri- 
cal railway devices to all sorts of in- 
dustrialism affords material for a book 
nil by itself, ranging, as it docs, from 
the great electrical locomotive and the 
huge overhead crane to the broiling of 
a beefsteak or curling of my lady's 
hair by means of the magic current. 
In almost every workshop 
electrical 


tools may be found. In these, and in 
comprwwod-air 
appliances, may 
be 


found the greatest advance in shop- 
mechanics during the decade. There 
la a new automatic or mechanical tele- 
graph sender, transmitting mcssagea 
forty times as fast as a human opera- 
tor. 
In fact, It is well known that 


•clence and invention have, during the 
last ten years, made telegraphy so 
easy and cheap that, If we had in this 
country a government or postal tele- 
graph Instead of semi-public compa- 
nies, short letters could be sent by 
wire almost as cheaply as by post. 
Unless I read incorrectly the signs of 
the times, postal telegraphy is immi- 
nent In America; It Is demanded by 
progress, and progress cannot be de- 
nied. The automatic telephone Is com- 
ing rapidly into use, and promises to 
carry the convenience of telephoni* 
communication to hundreds of thou- 
pauds who cannot now afford it. Th« 
rural telephone Is growing at an am ax- 
Ing rate, too^' and already scores of 
thousands of1 American farmers have 
the 'phone in their 
houses.—Walter
